HE  former  Editions  of  this  Work  having  been  chiefly  de- 


iigned  for  Artifts,  related  only  to  tlhe  Skeletorr,  and  ex- 
ternal Mufcles ; but  the  Utility  .of  it,  and  the  rapid  Sale  timong 
Surgeons  as  well  as  Artills,  have  induced  the  Publifher  to  make 
k more  advantageous  to  both  Profeffions,  by  giving  four  ad- 
ditional Figures,  which  fhow  the  front  and  back  View  of  two 
other  Layers  of  Mufcles,  more  deeply  feated. 

To  the  Medical  Student  nothing  need  be  faid  concerning  the 
abfolute  Neccffity  of  his  Acquaintance  with  the  Stnufture  of 
the  Human  Body.  The  Utility  of  this  little  Work  will  there- 
fore be  too  obvious  to  him,  in  the  Purfuitiof  his  Anatomical 
Studies,  to  require  particularly  infifting  on,  as  he  will  here 
find  the  Names,  Origins,  Infertions,  and  Ufes  of -the  Mufcles, 
accurately  defcribed  and  delineated  from  the  beft  Authors ; and 
at  one  View  will  obtain  a Knowledge  of  their  Shape  and  rela- 
tive Situatipn.  'i

coBQtnoa  Subject  be  has  to  ftudy,  a general  Knowledge  of

Anatomy  is  indifpenfably  neccffary,  in  order  to  h,is  acquiring 
Eminence  in  his  Profeflion. 

The  Ancients  entertained  fo  high  an  Opinion  of  this  Know- 
ledge, as  to  efteem  it  the  moft  cflential  Qualification  of  a good 
Painter  or  Statuary.  And  aihong  the  Moderns,  Michael  Angelo, 
Raphael,  Bacchio  Bandinelli,  Daniel  I'clicra,  Pierrino  del  fiiga, 
Rojfo  of  Florence,  Francifeo  Sahiati,  and  Others,  have  been  in- 
debted, for  the  Firmnefs  of  their  Defigns,  to  their  Skill  in 
Anato.my. 

It  may,  by  feme,  be  thought  umieccflary  to  load  the  Mind 
with  a critical  Study  of  AKAXO.MVi  yet  it  is  certainly  true,* 
that  it  is  impoflible  to  make  a true  and  perfect  Outline  even 
from  the  Life  itfelf,  without  this  Knowledge ; becaufe,  -not 
knov/ing  the  Office  of  the  Mufcle.s,  the  Artift  cannot  tell  which 
ought  to  appear  fwclled,  and  .which  not,  that  depending  bn 
their  Office  and  Aftion.  To  evince  this  Truth  we  will  confider 
the  Nature  of  the  Mufcles,  and  of  -mufcular  Motion.  A 
Mufcle  is  compofed  of  a great  Number  of  flefhy  Fibres,  like 
Threads,  running  parallel*  to-  each  other,  wrapped  up  and 
kept  together  by  one  common  Membrane  ; its  Middle  is  flefhy, 
its  Origin  and  Infertion  generally  tenditious  ; and  this  laft'being 
fixed  to.  a, Bone,  draws  it,to\vardsdhe  iPlace  of  the  Origin  df 
the  Mufcle.  .'When  the  Mufcles'^tl, ' they  coritraff’ in  Length, 
and  fvv-cH  in  Thicknefs  and  Breadth  ;■  conl'equently,  in  dvery 
Attitude,  thofe  Mufcles  will  feem  moft  fwelled,  and  the  Sepa- 
ration from  the  neighbouring  Mufcles  appear  ftrongeft,  that 
in  bringing- the  Body  lib'  that  Attitude,  while  the  other 
. '/n.;  ' Mufcles'^

Murdes  will  appear  comparatively  flat.  But  as  no  living 
Riedel  can  continue  any  Length  of  Time  in,  the  Attitude 
wherein  he  is  placed ; and  before  the  Artift  has  finifhed  his 
Sketch,  he  grows  weary,  the  Mufcles  become  languid  and 
fiat,  and  he  is  obliged  to  have  Recourfe  to  a Cord  or  Staff,  to 
fupport  himfclf  in  the  Attitude  required.  -When  this  is  the 
Cafe,  notwithftanding  the  Body  and  Limbs  may  remain  in 
nearly  the  fame  Pofition,  yet  the  Mufcles  that  properly  belong 
to  the  Aclion  are  not  the  molt  fwelled,  but  thofe  that  aft  an 
making  ufe  of  the  Cord  or  Staff  for  the  Support,  for  which 
Differences  a Painter  ought  to  be  able  to  account,  and  treat  his. 
Subject  accordingly. 

A young  Artift  fhould  endeavour  to  attain  a Freedom  of 
Handling,  and  a tolerable  Knowledge  of  Light  and  Shade,  by- 
drawing after  Figures  of  Plafter  of  Paris,  and  then  apply  hitn- 
felf  to  the  Study  of  Anatomy,  fo  far  as  it  relates  to  his  Pro- 
feliion.  By  this  Means  he  will  profit  mor«  by  drawing  after 
Life  in  one  Seafon,  than  otherwife  he  could  do  in  many  Years. 

The  Want  of  proper  Afliftance  on  this  Subjeft  is  the  prin- 
cipal Reafon  why  Anatomy  is  fo  little  ftudied  by  Painters,  &c- 
'I'o  remedy  this  Difficulty,  a fhort  Folio  Treatife  was  publilhed 
f<ime  Years  ago,  and  recommended  to  Students  at  the  Royal 
Academy,  by  the  then  Keeper,  Mr.  Mosett.  But  that  being 
inconveniently  large,  it  is  the  Delign  of  this  to  remove  that 
Objcftion ; and  as  it  contains  all  the  Mufcles  of  the  human 
Body,  explained  in  a concife,  yet  fo  clear  a Manner,  any  that 
apply  attcnthely  to  it  for  a fhort  Time  may  attain  fuch  a 

, , , Knowledge 
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Knowledge  of  Anatomy  ss  will  bfe  of  the  grcate'ft  Service  to 
him  in  the  Profccution  of  his  Studies.

In  the  Study  of  Anatomy,  the  heft  Method  a j'oung  Artift 
can  follow,  is  to  learn  the  Names,  Shapes,  Proportion,  Si- 
tuation, and  Manner  of  the  Bones  jornihg  each  other;  the 
Shape  and  Situation  of  the  Mufclcs ; their  Names,  Origin, 
Infertion,  and  Ufe ; afterwards  to  compare  them  with  feme 
good  anatomical  Figure  in  Plafter  of  Parrs,  and  to  draw  from  u 
on  every  Side  ; and,  laftly,  to  comparchrs  Performances  with 
the  Life,  by  fetting  a very  mufcular  Man  in  fuch  Attitudes  as 
will  bell  fhow  the  Mufclcs  he  is  in  Doubt  about. 

All  the  Figures  in  this  Work  are  from  one  or  other  of  thofe 
well-known  anatomical  Works  of  Albinus,  Crxper,  and  Fe/aliusy 
except  the  firft  of  the  Mufcles,  which  is  from  an  original 
Drawing  made  by  the  late  Mr.  A.  Waller,  of  the  Figure 
diffefted  by  the  celebrated  Dr.  Hunter,  for  the  Academy  (at  that 
Time  ‘in  St.  Martin's  Lane),  before  the  Mould  was  taken,  in 
which  the  Figure  now  at  the  Royal  Academy  was  caft;  and 
they  have  all  been  correftly  examined  and  compared  with  the 
bcfl  anatomical  'Figures.

In  order  to  dijlingwjh  the  different  Layers  of  Muffles  in  this  Work,  the 
JoUo-wing  Method  is  adopted:  The  external  Muffles  are  referred  to

. tion  of  the  os  pubis,  the  other  from 
the  tubercle  of  the  ifehium,  and 
are  interred  all  along  the  fpinc  of 
the  femur. 

3.3,  Membraruifus  atifeth  from  the  upper 
, and  fore  part  of  the  fpine  of  the 
ilium  : its  flclliy  part  terminates  at

Supinator  Radii  Brevis  arifes,  tendinous, 
from  the  external  condyle  of  the  os  hu- 
meri ; tendinous  and  flefhy,  from  the 
external  and  upper  part  of  the  ulna,  and 
adheres  firmly  to  the  ligament  that  joins 
thefe  two  bones. 

Inferted  into  the  head,  neck,  and  tubercle 
of  the  radius,  near  the  infertion  of  the 
biceps,  and  ridge  running  from  that 
downwards  and  outwards.

o.  Gltitaus  Minimus  arifes  flelhy  from  a ridge 

that  is  continued  from  the  fuperior  ante- 
rior fpinous  procefs  of  the  os  ilium,  and 
from  the  middle  of  the  dorfum  of  that 
bone,  as  far  back  as  its  great  niche. 
Infected  by  a ftrong  tendon  into  the  fore  and 
upper  part  of  the  trochanter  major. 

p.  Obturator  In, ‘emus  arifcs  from  more  than 

one  half  of  the  internal  circumference  of 
the  foramen  thyroidcum,  formed  by  the 
os  pubis  and  ifchiuin;  its  infide  is  co- 
vered by  a portion  of  the  levator  ani, 
and  appears  to  be  divided  into  a number' 
of  fafciculi,  which  unite  and  form  a 
roundilh  tendon,  that  paffes  out  of  the 
pelvis,  between  the  pofterior  facro-ifehi- 
atic  ligament  and  tuberofity  of  the  os  if- 
chium,  vviiere  it  pades  over  the  capfular 
ligament  of  the  thigh  bone-,  it  iscnclofed 
as  in  a Ihcath,  by  the  gemini  mufeles.  , 
inferted  by  a lound  tendon  into  the  large 
p t at  the  root  yf  the  trochanter  major. 
Fopliteus  arifcs  by  a round  tendon  from 
the  lower  and  back  part  of  the  external 
condyle  of  the  os  femoris  5 then  runs  over 
the  ligament  that  involves  the  joint, 
firmly  adhering  to  it,  and  part  of  the  fc- 
milunar  cartilage.  As  it  runs  over  the 
joint,  it  becomes  flelhy,  and  the  fibres 
run  obliquely  inwards,  being  covered 
with  a thin  tendinous  membrane.

beginning  from  the  fore  and  upper  part 
of  the  tibia,  jutf  under  the  procefs  which 
joins  it  to  the  fibula;  then  paffing  through 
a perforation  in  the  upper  part  of  the  in- 
teroffeous  ligament,  it  continues  its  ori- 
gin from  the  back  part  of  the  fibula, 
ncKt  the  tibia,  and  from  near  one  half 
of  the  upper  part  of  the  laif-namcd  bone  ; 
as  alfo  from  the  intcroffcous  ligament, 
the  fibres  running  towaids  a middle 
tendon,  which  fends  off  a round  one 
that  paffes  in  a groove  behind  the  mal- 
leolus internus. 

Infcrted,  tendinous,  into  the  upper  and  inner 
part  of  the  os  naviculare,  being  further 
continued  to  the  os  cuneiforme  internum* 
and  medium ; befides,  it  gives  fome 
tendinous  filaments  to  the  os  calcis,  os 
cuboides,  and  to  the  root  of  the  metatar- 
fal  bone  that  fufiains  the  middle  toe. 

s.  Flexor  Longus  Dig.  Pedis  arifes  by  an  acute  s. 

tendon,  which  foon  becomes  ftefhy,  from 
the  back  part  of  the  tibia,  forac  way  be- 
low its  head,  near  the  entry  of  the  me- 
dullary artery ; which  beginning,  is  con- 
tinued down  the  inner  edge  of  this  bone, 
by  fhort  flelhy  fibres,  ending  in  its  ten- 
don ; alfo,  by  tendinous  and  flelhy  fibtes, 
from  the  outer  edge  of  the  tibia;  and  be- 
tween this  double  order  of  fibres  the  ti- 
bialis pofticus  mufcle  lies  cnclofcd.  Hav- 
ing pafled  under  two  annular  ligaments, 
it  then  pafles  through  a finuofity  at  the 
infide  of  the  os  calcis,  and-about  the  mid- 
dle of  the  foie  of  the  foot  divides  it  into 
four  tendons,  which  pafs  through  the

Inferted,  tendinous  and  flcfliy,  into  the 
upper  fide  of  the  firft  rib,  near  its  carti- 
lage. 

5’r  Subfcapularis  arifcs  flclhy  from  all  the 
bafe  of  the  fcapula  internally,  and  from 
its  fuperior  and  inferior  cofta : being 
compofed  of  a number  of  tendinous  and 
flelhy  fafciculi,  wlrich  make  prints  on 
the  bone,  they  all  join  together,  fill  up 
the  hollow  of  the  fcapula,  and  pafs  over 
the  joint,  adhering  to  the  capfular  liga- 
ment. 

In'cited,  tendinous,  into  the  upper  part  of 
the  internal  protuberance  at  the  head  of 
the  os  humeri. 

Jntercojialcs  ext.  b^int.  arife  from  the  in- 
ferior acute  edge  of  each  fuperior  rib,  and 
run  obliquely  forwards,  the  whole  length 
fiom  the  fpine  to  near  the  joining  of  the 
ribs  with  their  cartilages;  from  which, 
to  the  'ftcrnum,  there  is  only  a thin  mcm- 
bfanc  covering  the  internal  intercoftals  ; 
which  arife  in  the  fame  manner  as 
the  external,  but  they  begin  at  the 
fternum,  and  run  obliquely  b.ackwards, 
as  far  as  the  angle  of  the  j'ib  ; and  from 
that  to  the  fpine  they  are  wanting.

9*  Obturator  Externus  arifes  flelhy  from  the 
lower  part  of  the  os  pubis,  and  fore  part 
of  the  inner  crus  of  the  ifehium  ; fur- 
rounds  the  for  'men  thytoideum ; a num- 
ber of  its  fibies,  arifing  from  the  mem- 
br.ine  which  fills  up  that  foramen,  are 
collcdlcd  like  rays  towards  a centre,  and 


obliquity  of  the  fi- 
bres they  areal  moft 
brought  contigu- 
ous ; and  as  the 
fixed  points  bf  the 
ribs  are  before  and 
behind,  if  the  ex- 
tern al  had  been 
continued  forwards

Josver  down  than  the  former,  n.’ar  the 
fymphyfis  of  the  offa  pubis,  tendinous 
and  flclhy  : from  the  tuberoficy  of  the  os 
ifehium,  the  fibres  run  outwards  and 
downwards.  , 

Inferred  into  almoft  the  whole  length  of  the 
linea  afpera,  into  a ridge  above  the  in- 
' ternal  condyle  of  the  os  femoris,  and  by 
a roundilh  long  tendon,  into  the  upper 
part  of  that  condyle,  a little  above  which 
the  femoral  artery  tak  es  a fpinal  turn  to- 
-wards  the  ham,  paffing  between  this 
mufcle  and  the.  bone.
